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Aix-la -Chapelle. The Fish Marker. This 
ancient town was a favourite abode of Charlemagne who 
made it his northern capital, and died here in 814. From 
his death to the time of Ferdinand I. (1531) all the 
German Emperors were crowned here. The Fish Market 
is west of the Cathedral, and here stands the Archives 
Building on the site of the Gras, the earliest town-hall 
of Aix. 
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
